On the 11 til June, 197 1 f a serious tiro broke out in Gun 
Bazar, Eluru, at about 9.45 a.m. in which 40 thatched houses, 
some tiled houses and a portion of a terraced house were 
burnt to ashes, r |he fire first broke out on the Western side 
oi the locality but due to a strong wind, it spread to the 
Eastern side also rapidly. In the midst of the huts, there 
was a small temple with a thatched shed in front of it. At 
the time of the fire a boy aged 8 years was caught inside tho 
temple and could not come out because of the fire all around, 
Even though a large number of people had gathered at the 
place of the liie, none of them dared to enter the flames to 
save the boy. SUri Potana Yenkateswara Kao, who had gone 
to the place alongwith the Police party to get the fire under 
control, entered the temple in disregard of his personal safety 
and brought out the boy from the temple carrying him on his 
shoulders.
